Chicago, June 20.—A most spec- 


tacular and unexpected ending of tlie 
most spectacular fight in the history 
of these United States came this 
morning shortly before 
noon when

cal prophets forecast that Roosevelt 
would command his followers to bolt 
the regular convention toda, and

Watson for something before it is 
over," declared Fiukelstein. 


The Indiana delegate? believe Fin- 


kelstein will carry his resolution into 
effect. 
He has exhibited his nerve 


before. Last January he took a live 
goose to Washington and delivered it 
to the President. The betting boards 
at Terre Haute were filled with bets 
that he would not have the sand to 
land the goose in the presence of the 
nation's chief but Finkelstein fooled 
the "doubting Thomases." 


Therefore, when 
Finkelstein 
an- 


nounced that he intends to nominate 
Watson for Vice-President, the Indi- 
ana delegation perked up their ears 
and prepared for action. 


"I am for Hadley for 
President 


and Watson —for 
Vice-President," 


said Finkelstein. "because I under- 
stand Hadley has tuberculosis and 
will not last more than a year. This 
will enable Watson to serve eleven 
full years as President without vio- 
lating the third term tradition." 


Isodor Wolfson, city sealer of In- 


dianapolis coppered the Watson vice- 
Presidential boom starred by Finkel- 
stein by coming out for C. W. Fair- 
bants as a happy presidential com- 
promise solution.- 


Charles L. Henry, president of the

TAFT PEOPLE WIN TWICE 


Organization Prepared Fcr Onslaught 


and Special Policemen Were 


Ready to Maintain Order 


[Special to the Dally Republican.] 


Chicago, June 20.—A peculiar sit- 


uation was impending this morning 
when the national 
convention was 


called to order for the third day's 
session. It was generally conceded 
that the scenery was all set for one 
of the most spectacular scenes ever 
enacted in au 
American 
political 


convention. 


The Taft rne.u_are in control. They. 


have demonstrated that twice. The 
first test of strength was when Elihu. 
Root of New York was elected tem- 
porary chairman by a 56 niajoriry. 
The second test was yesterday, just - 
before the close of the day's session, 
when the delegates voted, 564 to 510 
to defeat Roosevelt's plan to prohibit 
the contested delegates from voting 
on their right to sit in, the conven- 
tion. 


There was little doubt at the open- 


ing today but what a part of Roose- 
velt's followers would bolt and hold 
a separate convention iu the s-ame 
hall. An automobile was said to be 
in waiting to carry Roosevelt to the 
convention hall at the psychological 
moment. 
He has procured tickets, 


only as a spectator, however. 


The use of the term "bolt," how- 


ever, was avoided carefully by sup- 
porters of the ex-Presidpnf, whose 
contention is that, should there be a 
final break, they, and no: their op- 
ponents will constitute the genuine 
Republican convention. 


According to unofficial statements, 


the Roosevelt program will be this: 
Should the credentials committee up- 
hold the temporary roll adopted by 
the national committee, and the con- 
vention in turn accept the report of 
the credentials committee, 
thereby 


finally seating the delegates whom 
,'olonel Roosevelt asserts to have 
ho are willing to stand him through 
lick and thin will withdraw from the 
onvention on the instant. 


Reports of this plan reached the

THE SECOND ROUND 


Taft Won Out in Opposition to Hadley 


Resolution. 


Chicago. June 20.—At the end of a 


day devoted to debate on the resolu- 
tion of Governor Hadley of Missouri 
that the names of seventy-eight Roose- 
velt delegates be substituted on the 
temporary roll of the convention for 
the names c" Taft delegates who were 
seated by the national committee, the 
whole came to a vote late yesterday 
afternoon. 


Former Congressmaa Wa_tsoa of In- 


diana, floor leader for the Taft people, 
moved to refer the Hadley motion to 
the committee on credentials. Gover- 
nor Deneen of Illinois moved an 
amendment to Watson's motion that 
no delegate whose status was in ques- 
tion should be allowed to vote in the 
•election of the members of the, com- 
mittee on credentials or on the report 
of that committee. This report was in 
the interests of Roosevelt men. 


Mr. Watson then moved to table the 


Deneen amendment. This brought the 
whole matter before • the convention. 
If Deneen's amendment was tabled it 
meant a defeat for the Roosevelt con- 
tingent. If Deneen's amendment was 
not tabled it meant that the Roosevelt 
contingent had won their main con- 
tention. It meant that none of the 
contested delegates could vote, and it 
meant ultimately a clear-cut majority 
In the convention for the Roosevelt 
men. 


Deneen's amendment was tabled by 


a vote of 564 to 510. The following 
changes were made from the- first 
day's vote, which stood 558 to 502 in 
favor of the Tafters: Roosevelt gain- 
ed two in Georgia, two In Illinois, one 
In Kentucky, one In Maryland, four in 
New York, one in North Carolina, one 
In Virgin®, two in Texas and thirteen 
in Wisconsin. Taft gained one in New 
Mexico, one In Oregon and six in Ha- 
waii. 


The arguments for and against the 


motion of Governor Hadley began as 
soon as the "convention had been called 
to order by Senator Root. Mr. Root 
Btated that through an agreement be- 
tween Governor Hadley and Mr. Wat- 
ion, each side would have an hour and 
a half to present its case. Governor 
Hadley was the first speaker. 
_: Ex-Representative 
Watson yie'ded 


the floor to W. T. Dovell of Seattle, 
Wash., who took up the Washington 
contests In opposition to Governor 
Hadley's motion. Henry J. Allen of 
Kansas was the next speaker, and he 
•poke for twenty mintues in support 
of Governor Hadley's motion. Former 
United States Senator James Hemen 
way of Indiana spoke against the mo- 
tion. Thtre were many interruptions 
to Hemenway's speech by Pennsylva- 
nians. ~ 


Senator Root finally admonished the 


Pennsylvanians to keep ""order, bnt 
they continued their hoot* and noises 
and interruptions, and Senator Boot 
again was obliged to lecture them. 
George L. Record of New Jersey came 
.forward as the next speaker in sup- 
port of Hadley's motion. 


A row started In the Indiana delega 


tlon between W. E. English of Indian- 
apolis and William Hblton Dye, a 
Booserelt maa from the Kinth dis- 
trict They yelled at each other and 
•shock their fists at etch other. mtU 
th* police and other Udiua delegate* 


:pmW them down Into their seats and 
quieted them. 
The row was abont

the Indianapolis primaries. 
Delegate 


Shank of Indianapolis also sprang up, 
flushed and panting. 
"No man can 


say that I was improperly elected and 
not have a fight on his hands," cried 
the infuriated mayor. Other delegates 
seized his fluttering coat tails and 
dragged him back to his chair. 


The next speaker was Judge Robert 


E. Morrison of Arizona, who defended 
the action of the national committee 
In regard to the Arizona cases. Thos. 
H. Dsvine, chairman of the credentials 
committee,' then spoke In opposition 
to Governor Hadley's motion. John 
D. Mackay of Michigan and Maurice 
L. Galvln of Kentucky also spoke in 
opposition to the Hadley motion. 


Mr. Watson started to close the ar- 


gument, when a demonstration in be- 
half~of Hadley began which lasted for 
some forty minutes. Mr. Watson did 
not conclude his speech, but moved 
that the whole matter be refererd' to 
the committee on credentials. Gover- 
nor Deneen of Illinois moved to amend 
this by adding that no man should be 
allowed to have a voice in the selec- 
tion of that committee whose seat was 
affected by the contests .to be taken 
before it, or should be allowed to vote 
on the report. This last motion Mr. 
Watson moved to lay on the table, 
which was carried,, as above stated. 


The convention then adjourned until 


noon today.

Factions Divided Here as On 


Everything Else. 


Chicago, June 20.—At 8:30 last night 


the committee on resolutions met 
to draw up a platform. The platform 
committee, It was figured out, stood 
thirty-three to nineteen for the Taft 
side. The committee elected ex-Vice 
President Fairbanks as its chairman. 
He was the unanimous choice of the 
members, and so was W. E. Lewis of 
Pennsylvania for secretary. The com- 
mittee then appointed this sub-com- 
mittee to work on the real platform: 
Chester H. Rowell. California; Chas. 
Hopkins Clarke, Connecticut; H. S. 
Hadley. Missouri: William Barnes, jr., 
New York; William Draper Lewis, 
Pennsylvania; 
George 
Sutherland, 


Utah; D. Lawrence Croner, Virginia; 
C. W. Fairbanks, Indiana, and H. Clay 
Evans of Tennessee. On the sub-com- 
mittee the Roosevelt side had only 
three of the nine members, "represent- 
ing California, Missouri and Pennsyl- 
vania. 


The sub-committee was to report if 


possible to the full committee today. 
It was said that Governor Hadley of 
Missouri would -present Mr. Roose- 
velt's platform to the sub-committee, 
and if the sub-committee rejected it 
be would appeal to the full committee. 
A tentative draft of the Taft platform 
was in the hands of Charles Hopkins 
Clarke of Hartford, Conn.

Men We Forget, 


This country of ours is growing so 


fast, aad so many public men are 
springing up that we no longer huve 
time h) keep track of, all the sjreut 
'lights of a generation ago. 


In the first days of the republic 


great men all secured for themselves 
a prominent place in tradition and 
history. But the condition is differ- 
ent now. 


Among the great men of our coun- 


try, ihe least fortunate in the way of 
being remembered in the public Illinois 
are the vice presidents. 
Compare-, 


lively few of our vice presidents of 
a half a century ago are now remem- 
bered by the public in general. 


Just to cite a case in point. Just

old seat in congress, but declined, as 
he desired to sit in the United States 
senate. However, he was defeated in 
the senatorial race by Thomas C. 
Platt. whose friends controlled rlie 
New..York legislature. 


Wheeler was born in Maloue, X. 


Y., June 30, 1819, and was elected

Strickland W. Gillilan'of California, 


. Baltimore and Richmond, Ind., and 
Marlon, Ind., once took a "back'seat" 
for the circulation manager of a paper 
with which he was employed as city 
editor. And this, though Gillilan is 
now famous, was not so long ago— 
only eleven years. 


Jlr. Gillilan is a lecturer and author 


of verse. He will give his lecture and 
recite some of his poetry the evening 
of August o at 
Winona Lake this 


year, and probably will make people 
laugh and cry at the same time, just 
as he did last year when he was 
placed impromptu on the Assembly 
program. 


But to go back to the story of Gil- 


lilan's back seat. He was working at 
the time on the old Tribune, now the 
Leader-Tribune, of Marion, Ind. 
He 


had Just come from Richmond, Ind., 
where he had won fame by writing his 
poem, "Off Agin, On Agin, Finnigtn." 
And he filled in his

Marion by lecturing at

school houses and writing poetry for 
the paper that bought his services.

Plant lice or sphids are the small 


•long-legged insects found usually in 
clusters on the leaves and stems of 
many plants, as roses, 
sweet peas, 


maples and others. 
In a favorable 


season they are among the most in- 
jurious insects to combat, and their 
control is ail important problem, ac- 
cordlhg to a bulletin sent out by the 
State" entomologist. 


Since the plant lice belong to the 


group known as sucking insects, they 
must be controlled by some insecti- 
cide which will kill 
them 
when it 


comes in contact with 
the insect. 


There are a number of these but the 
most effective ones for the aphids are 
the tobacco solutions and the kero- 
sene emulsion. 


The tobacco solutions are the easi- 


er to use and do not 
require to Ue 


madenip, as they can usually be pur- 
chased at a seed store. 
The com- 


mercial preparation kuo\vu~as Black 
Leaf 40 is the most used of these 
tobacco sprays. 
Directions for us- 


ing these'commercial sprays accom- 
pany them. A tobacco 
tea can be 


made by boiling one pound of tobac- 
co stems in one or hvo gallons of 
rater, but its strength is uncertain so 
that failures sometimes result from 
its use. 
Tobacco solutions, are rec- 


ommended for use where only u feu- 
trees, bushes or plants need treat- 
ment, but are rather expensive to use 
in large quantities. 


The standard spray for plant lice 


is_ the kerosene emulsion. 
This may 


be prepared as 
follows: 
Dissolve 


one-liiilf pound of hard'soap, prefer- 
ably whale nil soap, in one gallon of 
b.nlinir .~oft water. While this sulu- 


tii>!i is still boiling remove from the 
tire and add to it two gallons of ker- 


i>M-'nc and agitate the resultinjnnix- 
lure violently. 
This is best done by 


forcing the liquid through the spray 
pump and back into the container. 
When it presents a milky appearance 
the emulsion is finished-and is ready 
tn be diluted.

and s,et aside will keep for some time 
and may be used when desired. 
Ex- 


cept for very tendor plants this emul- 
sion should be diluted in the ratio of 
one part of solution to nine parts of 
watr. For tender plants the dilution 
may.br a^ much r.s one to fifteen. 


.Since these sprays must touch the 


insects to kill them, care should be 
exercised to spray the infested plants 
very thoroughly, using a spray noz- 


zle that produces a mist and .enough 
pressure to diive the sprays amons; 
the leaves of the plants.

While It Should Not Be Understood 


That Justice Hughes Has Been Ac- 
cepted as a Harmony'Candidate, It 
Nevertheless Is True That His Name 
Is on the Lips of Friends of Both 
President Taft and Col. Roosevelt. 


Chicago, June 20.—There are well- 


grounded reports, based on substantial 
evidences, of efforts to bring about 
the nomination of a compromise or 
harmony candidate, notwithstanding 
personal-utterances on the part of 
Colonel Roosevelt, William Flinn am1, 
others in Roosevelt's camp, and not- 
withstanding the remarks to the con- 
trary of a number of President Taft'r 
chieftains. 


A number of President Taff s friends 


are to continue their efforts to nom- 
inate him on the first ballot. But, ac- 
cording to the best figures today, 'the 
president has no more than a major- 
ity of ten over the necessary 540 votes 
necessary to nominate him on the first 
ballot. In other words, the president's 
friends claim 550 votes. Others in the 
president camp claim 562 votes. Col- 
onel Roosevelt has but 470 votes. Sen- 
ator _ La Follette has thirty-six, the 
votes of Wisconsin and North Dakota; 
and Senator Cummins has ten from 
the state of Iowa. 


According to the report presented 


to the convention there are seventy- 
two delegates whose seats are to be 
reviewed by the committee on creden- 
tials. It is the firm belief of those di- 
rectly interested in the culmination 
of this convention that by ^he time 
the committee on credentials submits 
Its report to the convention it may be 
very difficult to nominate the presi- 
dent on the first ballot. Furthermore, 
It may be still more difficult to nom- 
inate him on the second ballot. The 
La Follette mea-will not go to him and 
neither will the Cummins men, and if 
the credentials committee decide to 
overturn the recommendation of the 
national committee concerning any 


9c-|-part of those seventy-two seats in dis- 


pute, that decision would be in Roos3- 
velt's favor. The decisions, however, 
would not be sufficient, it is declared, 
to bring about Roosevelt's nomination. 
The Taft men are certain of the de- 
feat of Roosevelt as the candidate of 
this convention. While Colonel Roos- 
^e.velt's friends, notably William Flinn, 
continue to threaten a holt in this con- 
vention of the decisions of the com- 
mittee on credentials are not to their 
liking, many of Colonel Roosevelt's 
friends asserted-today that they would 
not bolt. 


At a secret meeting of Roosevelt 


men the momentous problem under 
discussion was to bolt or not to bolt. 
At this conference were present, it 
was announced by those familiar with 
the facts, Colonel Rooseveit, William 
Flinn of Pennsylvania. James R. Gar- 
fieled of Ohio, Amos Pinchot of New 
York, Governor Johnson of Califor- 
nia, Governor Stubbs of Kansas, Gov- 
ernor Hadley of Missouri, Senator 
Borah of Idaho, and ex-Governor Fori 
of New Jersey. 
The discussion was 


long and fervid. Those who advocated 
a bolt, it was stated by those fully 
aware of what took place at the con- 
ference, were Colonel Roosevelt. Mr. 
Flinn, Mr. Fir.chot, Governor Johnson,

and 
ex-Oovernor 


Fort. Those who stoutly opposed the 
proposed bolt were Governor Hartley 
and Senator Borah. 


When the result of this conference 


became known in the inner circles of 
both camps, there was an immediate 
revival of the proposition that both 
Tart and Roosevelt should be set aside 
and some Republican selected who 
could unite the opposing factions in 
the Republican national party. 


While the opposing Taft and Roose- 


velt leaders are still exceedingly bit- 
ter In their personal 'estimate of each 
other, there is no gainsaying~the state- 
ment that In'Independent quarters a 
better feeling Is beginning to exist and 
these emotions are based on the hope, 
the almost positive belief, that a com- 
promise candidate will be selected 
whom Colonel Roosevelt and his fol- 
lowers will find a-way to support.- It 
should not be understood that Justice 
Hughes has been accepted as the com- 
promise or -harmony candidate, but It 
Is nevertheless tnie that his name is 
on the lips of friends of President 
Taft and Colonel Roosevelt.
